THE SAGE OF MONTICELLO. 


Great as.is the biographic interest .of 
. Monticello in that it was the lifelong 
hottie of the author of the Declaration 
“of Independence, and great as is its 
artistic interest in that it. is probably 
the most original and beautiful example 
of Améfican domestic architecture, the 
home of T#HomAs JEFFERSON lias still 
another. appeal for the people of the 
United States whith is perhaps even 
more mowiéntous. Being a product of 
‘the genius of the. man who: fixed ‘upon 
our political vocabulary the. phrase de- 
claring that all men are created equal, 
it is ‘studiously and déliberately un- 
democratic, even aristocratic, in its 
planning: 
Those who have séen WASHINGTON’S 
home at Mount Vernon do not, neetl to 
be told of the free contact of master and 
séefvant on the estates of the eighteenth 
century. Bake house and. brew house, 
carpenter’s shop, cobbler’s shop and 
smithy, grouped themselves in close 
proximity to the mandr. Even the 
ladies of the “ hall” spun. and wove and 
joined in the kitchen labors of pickling 
and preserving. The manor was an 
“industrial household "~—a hive of pro- 
ductive activity in which mén and 
women, masters and servants, mingled in 
the organic freedom of a common task. 
Even on the -less. exténsive, less pro- 
ductive estates of New England the in- 
dustrial household prévailed; manorial 
mansions are still to be foufid, far up on 
the now deserted hills, surrounded by 
the evidences of a well-appointed, freely 
intermingling and happily functioning 
republic of labor. It is only at Monticello 
that thore is no trace of all this; the 
elegant leisure of the master, was shut 
off from all customary and human con- 
tact with his slaves. Henty ADAMS 
Calls Jerrmrson “ the most aristocratic of 
dethocrats,” adding “as JOHN MaRsitALL 
“was of all aristocrats the most detho- 
“ cratic in manners and appéarance.” ' 
Satirists of Jarronson—and he had 
them a-plenty in. his day—declared 
that in planning his house he forgot 
the stairs. In point of fatty the stair- 
ways. were least of all an aftet- 
thought. They were deliberately hidden 
behind wall and door when - N 
‘pegan building in 1769, a youth ‘of 26, 
atid ‘eo they remained in 1801, when 
Monticello was completed to house 
thé. néw President of the United 
States. Furthérmore, the spacious 
Jawns, spreading on all sides, afte 
nehiviored by bake house. or work- 
shop. All the industries of the vast 
estate ate housed at. distance, and 
when Jivranson’s slavés came t serve 
him ‘they came through a subteftafiéan 
passage. The work was done quietly, un- 
obtrusively; the Sage of Monticello was 
served as if by the rubbing of Aladditi’s 
lamp. Great nobles and kings tnnum- 
beréd have been more opéh to the human 
touch, more accéssiblé to their familiars.

When Mr. Auten G. Roure this 
question in The Atlantic Mon iy, the 
réader knows that the ignorancé of our | 
youngsters and the sing of parents and 
teachers ate to bé hold up to reprobe- 
tion once more, The authot is master in 
a large prépdratery school for boys.

Group Purchasing of Supplies 
-Material Suggested for Sixty 
Manufacturers.

Having effected substantial economies 
in rent and insurance, the manufacturers 
ited in the co-operative 
enterprise of the Garment Centre Capitol 
now. propose to institute other savings 
base | through group purchasing of supplies 
and material. One suggestion involves 
the buying of/a complete collection of 
model garments at Paris each season 
for the use of the sixty manufacturers 


aad 


; who now make their purchases sep- 


arately. .In his outline of this plan and 
others connected with saving waste in 
manufecturing at the Garment Centre 
Jaceb Rapoport of Jacob Repoport’ & 
Co.,.. Chairman of the. General. Oom- 
mittee, surveyed conditions in the in- 
dustry with particular reference to the 
growing power of ‘the stock houses or 
jobbers: 

Back ‘in 1910, after the big strike of 
the garment ‘workers, the union laid 
severe restrictions on the manufacturers. 
The jatter were ¢ompelled to turn to 
outside manufacturing. ‘That is to say, 
the operation of small shops was en- 
eolraged as a means of obtaining large 
production when it was needed. The 
union regulations governing the inside 
shops, or the fectories of the many- 
facturers themselves, dig@ not permit, 
Mr, Rapoport explained, an elastic 
ganization suitable to the rise and fall 
in demand. When the peak of business 
ee along, the production of the inside 
fattories “was supplemented. by smaller 
units sceftered all “over the city in 
charge of ‘those who were called con: 
tractors. The materials were bought 
by the manufacturer and cut up, act- 
cording to the design, in his own shop 
‘and turned: over to the contractors for 
completion. 

Later on, the union sought. control of 
the contracting system which was a 
thorn in its side because of its loosely 
prganized and scattered elements. Pres- 
sure was brought to bear on the many- 


facturer, with/ the final result that gar- 

ents could not be cut:up for outside 
distribution te contractors. This regu- 
lation made it necessary for the con- 
tractor to take on the additional work 


€| of cutting, and from that time on he be- 


eame a sub-manufacturer, dependent 

on the manufacturer only for’his de- 
wigs. his fore supply and. his finan- 

6u 

Poa hae the contractors became sub- 
manufacturers, there. were probaly 
only two'or three iqbbers doing a small 
immediate delivery business on women's 
arments. The. limitations of this 
ranch were fixed by the small supplies 
of merchandise to be obtained in the 
open market or from some of the smaller 
manufacturers. The introduction of the 
small social shops, as‘'théy are called, 
opened up ni possibilities, particularly 
as the functions they performed grew 
to include complete manufacturing, 
The sub-manufacturer sought an outlet 
for some merchandise of hfs’ own, often 
tterned efter the very designs he was 
enianing to the Jarge manufacturer 
chem eying him.

Among the less noticeable and impor- 
tant changes that have taken place in 


has been the gradual’ disappearance of, 
codes in connection with price tickets 
and the marking of the values of the 
merchandise in plain figures. While 
many concerns still stick to pricing their 
lines in code, the trade leaders have 
very largely abandoned ‘the practice, 
Smaller concerns have followed suit to 
some extent, but others have beén. loath 
to put plain figures on their goods. 

The change from code to figures in 
marking prices,, according to informa~ 
tion gained in this market, has been 
forced ty somé- extent by the buyers. 
There are many retailers and special 
buyérs for the big stores who will not 
patronize a concern which hides its 
prices behind a code, The treason one 
such buyer gave recently for this is 
that the code does not mean the same 
to all buyers when translated into fig- 
ures, In other words, he asserted that 
the use of a code is merely a subter- 
tuge by megns of which different buy- 
ere can be charged different prices for 
the same. merchandise without their 
knowing it. That this is done, he fur- 
ther said, he has definite proof, having 
personally been the victim of such a 
deal. 

Just where and by whom the code sys- 
tem of marking prices was originated 
appears to be \not clearly, known. The 
reason why it was adegies is .also somé- 
thing of a puzzle, ough. plausible 
solutions are offered, About the only 
hs tad re arcing it that is at all defi- 
nite is that came into being years 
ago, when re ph the custom of the 
manufacturers and wholesalers to build 
a kind of Chinese wall around their

goods or a garment could be sold, The 
salesmen were. permitted to get any- 
thing they could above the figure indi- 
cated by the code, and as they were

Sherman was convicted by a court- 
martial.in France of desertion, willful 
disobedience and cowardice ‘‘in that he 
shamefully abandoned his patrol when 
expecting to be engaged with; the 
enemy."’ The last clause was stricken 
out by the reviewing authority, because 
it was proved that the enemy was no- 
where near at hand and that Sherman 
had not expected to be engaged. 

The young ex-officer, at his home, 138

terday that he wished that his aide of.

time. He thereupon narrated the evénts 
from hig enlistment .to the stanting of 
the. full pardon.

More light on \the situation is expect- 
ed when the sales for, thi¢ month, to- 
taling about 300,000 bales, “are had 
in Australia. In‘ this country: there 
will be offered at auction_in Boston ’on 
Thursday .abdut” 5,000,000 pounds of 
low grade''stock which forms part’ of 
thé War Department's surplus. This 
brifigs to mind anew the difference be- 
tween the British and American mieth- 
ods in acquiring wool supplies while 
the’ war was in progress and their 
ways ‘of disposing of the surplus ob- 
tained. _ In Great Britain the Govern- 
ment bought the Australian clips up 
to June, 1920.: The surplus over needs 
was large, Wut it was so handled that, 
at the beginning of this year, the prof- 
Ita on the sales had amounted to about 
$120,000,000, and there were remain- 
ing 1,800,000 bales as an extra profit. \ 
This is. now ng disposed of, the 
profits to be divided between the Brit- 
ish Government and -the Australian 
growers. In this country, the sales of 
surplus wool have shown a loss. 

The American. Woolen Company’s 
opening, of wodlens, worsteds, sport 
cloths, and. dress goods was the event 
of the last week in. the goods mar- 
ket. To thejobbers who still have 
stocks ‘on hand: it was gratifying that 
no reductions were made. The cut- 
ters-up hoped for some decline which i 
might enable them “to offer clothing 
and women’s garments cheaper. But 
all-were agreed on one thing, and that 
was that the opening so early was a 
good move and one calculated to help 
stabilize values, Buying in ¢ertain of 
the lines was so good that they are re- 
ported sold up and withdrawn. -Open- 
ings of other goods are scheduled by 
the company for Aug. 8. Orders 
for Fall. clothing -have been quite 
satisfactory, but more are expected be- 
fore the season opens. In women’s 
wear there is shown a disposition to 
hold off in the expectation of ¢heaper 
prices, but it is declared that this atti- 

tudé cannot be long maintained and 


that a good volunie of business will be 
forthcoming.

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The French Theatre 


in Wartime 


(with the aid of notes taken from 
day to day) by M. Jules Truffier, 
who has been connected with. the 
ThéAtre Francais for more:than half 
@ century. “1 recall seeing him in 
1878 (and finding him admirable) in 
the part of the young prefect in the 


‘Monde ou I’én s'Ennhuie,” a part 


originally performed by Coquelin. M. 
Traffier is not a great actor, but he 
is a good actor, with a fair share 
of the necessary dative gift and with 
the advantage-of solid training. His 
position in‘ the. company has been 
honorable, although ‘never pre-emi- 
nent.. He is the autifér of half a 
dozen little piagg and of two or three 
books of verse. To him we owe the 
tioble sonnet on-the “‘ Burial.of Mo- 
Hére,”’ nobly. rendered“into_ English 
by Andrew Lang. -He seems to have 
been a second in command, so to 
Speak, at the ThéA@tre Frangais 
during the four years of war. ‘In 
this. record he -reveals his loyalty 
and his devotion to the House of 
Moliére, although as its. ‘historiog- 
rapher he discloses himself a little’ 
lacking in specific levity.._He is 
somewhat ponderous and somewhat 
too prone to inform us as to his own 
sayings and doings. : 
Nevertheless.and notwithstanding, 
his little book is welcome. It is not 
only a history of the Théatre Fran- 
cais: during four, years of doubt and 
of danger, it - supplies suggestive 
side-lighte. on the. psychology of 
the people of Paris in wartime. And 
incidentally. it contains several 
items of. information’ which have.a 
special interest for us Americans. - 
Almost the first: thing Which had 
to ‘be done when war broke sudden-

One who is 
forever. looking after-the. moral. wel- 
fare of others, and trying to make 
sure they commit no sins, is himself 
likely to have a mind which would 
not bear public inspection. - sigh 

This psychology of: contrasts,plus 
crowd psychology, Dr. Brill believes, 
is the -explanation of prohibition, 
blue laws and reform waves. He’ 
disapproves all these from the stand- 
point of a psychologist and physi- 
cian. He ‘supports his. views by 
citing .cases from his own medical 

experience, and’ to his first-hand 
knowledge -he has added a formida- 
ble collection. of news items, clipped 
from day to day, containing dramatic 
exemplifications of his beliefs. 

“Tt can be set down as alorost a 
certainty,’’ said Dr. Brill,.a few 
days ago, ~.** that the abnormally 
good person, the. self-righteous per- 
son, is pursuing virtue so madly. be- 
cause, instinCtively or unconscious- 
ly, he is the reverse.of good. He is 
constantly imbued with the feeling 
of sin, and in self-protection he

Although he is: almost a teetotaler 
himself, his conclusions are faraway 
from, those professed by the prohi- 
bitionists. He says his opinion is 
that. alcohol is not nearly the demon 


'i€ has been painted, but, on the con- 


trary,. is actually a good thing—even 


{ for most of those who apparently 


have been ruined by it. : 
~** Prohibition is not likely ever to 
be enfoi ,” said Dr. Brill, “‘* be- 
cause alcoholic drinks answer too 
deep a need in human beings: But 
if it should he enforced, people would 
be driven to substitutes, and in gen- 
eral these substitutes would be worse 
than alcohol. 

“ My- familiarity with tie cases.of 
hundreds of alcoholics, both in hos- 
pitals and in’ private practice, has 
convinced me that practically all in- 
dividuals who Chronically drink to 








excess are defective—they are emo- 
tionally and mentally more or less 
diseased. I do not mean that a psy- 
chopathic examination would reveal 
thiem all to be mentally deficient, 
though many of: them’ are; but, 
judged by the standard of continuéus 
effort, they. are below normal. 

“* Some cases of. chronic’ excessive 
alcoholism I have been able to cure 
by psychoanalytical methods. But 
here is the astonishing part—since 


i theix'cure their behavior has been 


such that their-relatives and. physi- 
cians regret tWat they are not still 
qleoholics. They all possessed a 
deep-seated: instability of character, 
which expressed itself before their 


cure in excessive alcoholic indul- }- 


gence. After the drink habit had 
been: broken, there still came the 


‘nervous explosions which previously 


had been absorbed comparatively 
‘harmlessly in drinking, and they 
found other and more damaging: out- 
letsa, One woman, of good family 
and fine education, resorted to other 
indulgences which brought her. dis- 


grace and her family shame. In ad-_ 


dition she became the prey of fits of 
depression in which she frequently 
spoke of suicide. . Another patient, a 
man of brilliance and education, 
committed a half-dozen indictable 
offenses after he-had been cured of 
alcoholism. Ang I could give many 
other examples.

George White is only 29 years old. 


Of the various ambitious folk who 
have. entered the lucrative annual 


revue field opened up by Mr. Ziegfeld, 


only White and John Murray Ander 


son can be’said to have won suctess. 
The achievement. of White’is some- 


what the more remarkable since there 


have been but few “influencés in his 
life that would seem to have qualified 
him for a producer of revue. ‘Born en 
the east sidé and ‘brought up—from 
hand to mouth, as it were—on. the 
docks and the race tracks of half a 
dozen cities, White to date has had an 
active and varied time of it. 


His. name in the, beginning was 
George Weitz. He. was: born: not far 
from the Delancey Street. Bridge, but 
the age of 7 found him selling news- 

papers ‘in Toronto, where his parents 
had removed. . There, ‘falling: in with 
the. crowd that hufig around news- 
paper delivery wagons, the. youthful 
White. found: buck-dancing a popular 
pastime, and began to practice it... Be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 11—significant 
numerals in view of ‘the life . that 
White was Hving at that time—he did 
all the various odd jobs that fall to a 
boy who. is willing to turn his hand .to 
anything t6 make a few dollars. He 
sold newspapers; on- holidays hef 
hawked flags; he peddled balloons on 
outings; he danced occasional steps in 
barrooms and on ferryboats in ex- 
change for such_random coins as were 
tossed to him; he did a hundred. and 
one odd ‘jobs. oa 

As White hiniself puts it, he was a 
tough kid. When he was 11 he ran 
away to Buffalo, going thence to 
troit.. Not; far from. Detroit) was 
Windsor, with its horse racing, so to 
Windsor went the dauntless eleven- 
year-old White. “He got a job exercis- 
ing horsés, and there. began an’ asso- 
ciation with thé race track that has 
continued, intermittently, up to the 
present time. When the races moved 
on to Latonia, White went with them, 
but for somé reason or other he -quar- 
reled -with his employer, and: a few 
weeks later, accordingly, found him 
stranded in Cincinnati. 


. It was then that he decided to come 
to New York, He was barely 12 at 
the time, and it-was five years since 
he had left New York—but they were 
five: years so ‘crowded with incident 
that he was probably the equal of the 
average boy of 17, so. far as wordly 
wisdom was concerned.

‘ “The one bright spot in the progress 
of county government shows the trend 
which this amalgamation should take: 

In the old days we had eleven Coroners 
who were county political appointees, and 
not. necessarily “even physicians. The 
first step toward improvement was to 
make them borough officials, elected 
borough-wide.

IMPROVING P. 0. BRAIVCHES 





INCE its return to Washington 
after investigating conditions in 
the New. York’ Post Office, the 
Joint Postal Commission . has 
Placed its recommendations be- 

fore Postmaster General Hays. Most 

interesting in the list is the one urging 

a return to the use of undergroune 

tubes for the quick handling of mail. 

In spite of the protests of business men, 

mail tubes in New York, Chicago, Bos- 

ton, St.. Louis and Philadelphia were 
abandoned during Postmaster General 

Burlegon’s administration. 

Senator Charies E. Townsend, Chair- 
man of the Joint Commission, in speak- 
ing of the investigation in New York 
City, said: 

“* Ag to the New York situation, it 
Was proposed by Postmaster General 
Burleson and his associates to con- 
struct a tunnel between the two rail- 
road stations at a cost of $3,000,000. 


-|"The members of the Joint Postal Com- 


mission found that this plan was not at 
all desirable and would prove merely a 
waste of money. ‘We ascertained that 
@ private enterprise was considering the 
construction of such a tunnel, and that 
if. we wanted to use it: we could get the 
right to do so from this company. This 
prevented the expenditure of $2,225,000. 

“When we first commenced our in- 
vestigations into New York Post Office 
conditions we, found the motor car ser- 
vice in the most deplorable ‘condition. 
As a result of our investigation, this 
branch of postal activities has been 
greatly {mproved wntil there has been 
at least $25,000 a quarter saved. The 
‘new arrangement has already been ire 
into effect ‘by the department. In 
nection with the motor car service xn 
Yound that ‘all the faivailable space had 
not been properly utilized. A great per- 
centage of the cars were out of repair; 
there existed no adequate means for re- 
pairing them. It has since been demon- 
strated that the present quarters are 
sufficient, by proper utilization, by 
keeping the cars in good’ repair and by 
giving better attention as to service. 

“The Air Mail Service partly affects 
New York City. It was recommended 
by the last Administration that this ser- 
vice was a paying one. They were cun- 
ning ‘a line from New. York to Wash- 
ington, which neither expedited the 
mails nor made any proper. demonstra- 
tion of flying: As a result’ of our in 
vestiegtion that service has been dis- 
4 creunued—at a ht of at least $150,- 
000 a. year. 


“«"'The Goverriment vents @ great many 
buildings ‘all over ‘the country for Post 
Offices, and most leases contain provi- 
gions for cancellation by the Govern- 
ment at any time. We believe that 
these provisions can be eliminated, as 
no cancellations occur, and landlords 
impose .extra charges upon the Govern- 
ment on account of these clauses. In 
conjunction with these stipulations land- 
lords: ‘algo agree to provide office turni- 
‘ture, for which equipment the Govern- 
ment is called upon to ‘disburse enor~ 
>exorbitant; sums of’ money. 

As the: ult of ‘our, investigation we 
expect fo recommend that» the Govern- 
yment’ procuré’ and own \furniture and 

‘other’ “equipment ‘for Post Offices: Al 
ean then be standardized,. purchased. at 
& vast economy in. cost, and mdeed I -be-, 
HMeve we can save at least $2,000,000 
pa year by the reformation of our leases.

Also, practically every cottager 
had a lamb (or, in fullness -of time, a 
sheep) tied to the back door of his 
house end fed upon the spare vege 
table produce of the garden. Pigs and 
sheep are still conspicuous by their ab- 


sence, but many of the country places | 


begin to show signs of recovery. In 
the vicinity of Malines pastures have 
been plowed and devoted to the produc- 
tion of profitable vegetables, probably 
with a view to the ready markets te 
‘bé found at Brussels and’ Antwerp. 


In Holland I once bought a@ serviceable 
pair of men’s wooden 
cents; but that could not be done today. 
Shoes are pretty. dear, aa Belgian prices 
g0; those of poor quality cost 45 francs, 
& respectable pair will cost about 75 
francs. In considering prices, we must 
remember that, for every hundred cents 
spent upon the organization, distribu- 
tion, raw material, and general expense 
involved in the production of an article, 
such as a shoe, the Huropean. workman 
receives 25 per cent., whereas, the same 
workman, if employed in the United 
States, will get 40 per cent. Yet the 


American producer can compete in many |: 


respects with his lesg fortunate trade 
opponent, owing to superior organiza- 
tion. 

The kilo is a little over two pounds in 
weight, and American lard fetches, re- 
tail, 7 francs the kilo. -Butcher’s meat, 
of fairly good quality, can be procured 
at about 13 francs the kilo. Horse- 
flesh, which is much appreciated in Bel- 
gium and Holland (especially for 
sausage-meat), is 6 francs the kilo, Red 
cabbage is regarded as a luxury, and 
can be bought at about 2 francs the 
kilo. The best American or British 
cheese runs to 12 francs the kilo; eggs 
are. about 45 centimes each; and pote- 
toes about 45 centimes the kilo. 

According to the latest availiable re- 
turns, Belgium owns 191 vessels of steel, 
7 of iron and 10 of wood, which mekes 
her cargo-cafrying ships total 208 in 
all. But then. she extends hospitality to 
an enormous number of barges to tra- 
verse her canals and to glide down the 
River Scheldt. with the tide (which often 
rises 18 feet), from the small. gasoline 
boat to the stately vessels of the Reé 
Star Line, running from New York to 
Cherbourg, Southampton (or Plymouth) 
and Antwerp, usually making a stay at 
the chief Belgian seaport of about eight 
days. . 

Belgian industries have n séverely 
checked ‘by the world-wide craze for 
economy, and her iren works at Li¢ge 
are not.showing as high a ratio of output 
as they were soon after the ceasation 
of hostilities. Her cotton factories are 
almost dormant. Belgian glass is, how- 
ever, still in extensive demand, and this 
she sends abroad in considerable velume, 
her exports to the United States also in- 
eluding thousands of wicker chairs and 
ether forms of basket work. “ 

In a country of .mixed breeds, the po- 
litical situation is doubtful; but there 
seems to be little prospect of the theo- 
ries of the late Karl Marx finding ex- 
pression in deeds, especially, after the 
experiences of Russia and Ukrainia. But 
ehanges have'taken place in public opin- 
fon, and the Clerical Party is not now 
omnipotent, as in the days of King Leo- 
pold.

The disease is characterized by _weak- 
ness, Iassitude, a brownish skin erup- 
tion jon parts exposed to the solar rays 
and mental disturbances \ranging from 
melancholia of a mild type to a severity— 
necessitating the confinement of patients 
to asylums. 


According to Dr. Goldberger, there 
should be a pellagra expert in every cot- 
ton. State: working under the direction of 
the Public Health Service and in co- 
operation with the local health authori- 
tes. A clinic*should be maintained in 
each State, he says, where a hundred 
pellagrins who have not reached the se- 
rious stage of the disease could be treat- 
ed and instructed in regard to the 
proper diet. These hundred could be 
used as agents ® an educational cam- 
paign in which the essential information 
could be disseminated in the neighbor- 
hoods from which they originally eame. 

In Dr. Goldberger’s opinion, it would 
take four months to impart: the neces- 
sary: instruction. Im» the meantime the 
hundred _..pellegrins would be supplied 
with at least one wholesome meal a day, 
to:consist of one pint of ‘milk, a, portion 
of lean meat, the best of bread and but- 
ter and vegetables. Such a diet con- 
tains the necessary proteid content to 
offset ‘the damage that had already

that is needed’'to carry out the-plan fs 
money. The annual ‘appropriation for 
‘such an emergency is hardly one-tenth 
of what would be required. 

It seems to the writer that the Post 
Cffice Department could very well co- 
ceperate effectively in the campaign at 
trifling expense.

lament. a decease of $15,000,000 in their 
combined annual income—at least, that 
is the estimate they put on. their losses 
since the new traffic sie acca went 
into. force. 

For the more harmonious rendition of 
the lament of the 50,000 business men in 
the district, the Heart of New ‘York 
Business Men's Association was recently 
organized. It hopes, by concerted ac- 
tion, to bring the melancholy melody to 
the ears of the Police Department, and 
thus move it to alter. the traffic rules 
that sweep the currents of pleasure-, 
seekers right past their doors, without 
giving them a-chance to do business, 

According to the officials of the new 
organization, it was during the afore- 
said hours that New York frivoled, with 
its purse-strings opened, and spent more 
money than at any other time. The old 
traffic system, which made a hopeless 
tangle of thousands of vehicles crowd- 
ing to the theatres and held up. long lines 
of tooting taxis and private cars, may 
have been very inconvenient from some 
standpoints, but at least it made move- 
ment leisurely and gave people a chance 
to spend money while waiting for the

Complaints About Haste. 


An automobile owner-might fume at 
delays, but if he worked up an appetite 
while waiting to get ahead, he could 
park his car and drop in for a bite. 
‘But under the present system a driver 
can: stop barely long enough. to get his 
bearings. He has no chance to buy a 
collar or get a shoe-shine, much less 
to eat a table d’hite dinner. The-traffic

tions,’’ said Paul Henkel of Keen’s Chop 
House, Vice President and ‘organizer of 
the association. ‘‘ There are. about 400 
‘first-class eating places in the district, 
and they are losing on an average of 
$5,000 a month of their former revenue.: 
This makes a total of $24,000;000 a year, 
and includes, only one phase of activity, 
although it\is the one hit most heavily.’’ 

‘‘ Here are somé concrete examples of 
how the new regulation’ hurt. business: 
No cars are permitted to stop longer 
/than necessary to discharge passengers 
on any avenue or side’ street Anywhere 
in the region between Thirty-eighth and 
‘Fifty-ninth Streets, and Sixth and 
Highth Avenues. A-man,. driving his 
own. car, leaves it at the curb, as he 
used to -do—at 6:30, for instance. . He 
comes into a restaurant with his family 
‘and orders a dinner. <A. few minutes 
past 7, when the evening traffic orders 
start, the diners may have just finished 
their soup. In comes a policeman. 
‘Whose car is-that?’ he asks. The 
diner owns up to the accusation and is 
told that he must get his car out of 
the way or receive a summons. What 
oP he do? He gets up and walks out 
with his family, and we are left with a 
steak on the @rill and the rest of the 
order canceled. Just this sort of thing 
happens all the time, It has been the 
experience of all. restaurateurs‘in the 
distriét for the last three. or four 
months.’’ — 

Losing One’s Motor Car. 

‘Similar. things, may happen even 
after traffic hours axe well under way, 
in fact any time between 7 and mid- 
night. Diners often leave their cars at 
the .curb without the officers~knowing 
it right- away.

| the barber’s razor at the threat of a 
summons. The man with a. tén-cent 
shine nicely completed on: one foot and 
Jersey..mud stiil left on the other heard 
‘his motors horn calling him ifrritably 
from around the corner under the pres- 
sure of .a finger of the law: 

‘They will all tell the same stories,’’ 
said Mr. Henkel, ‘‘ whether haberdasher, 
theatre man or beauty parlor. These 
little incidents are only the immediate 
effect of the traffic system. But it is 
going’ much deeper. 
whole attitude. of the thousands who 
come each night-.to the heart of New 
York. The glory of the Great White 
Way in the past has been its democracy 
and bohemian atmosphere, its fréedom 
from small restrictions. Foreigners will 
tell how they feel the city’s aloofness 
during the. day; but that on Broadway 
at night they feel at home. ‘The traffic 
regulations are changing that. For- 
merly it was just ‘Where do we ga?’ 
Now it is ‘Where can we leave the 
car?’ ; 

There is always worry and anxiety. 
A large part of the Broadway throngs 
were made up of people who drove in 
from the city’s outlying: sections, know- 
ing that they could leave their cars near 
‘by the restaurant or theatre and enjoy 
themselves without a care of thought of 
a summons. Now they must place their 
cars ‘beyond Sixth or Eighth Avenue 
and walk all the way to their destina- 
tions. Instead of doing that they are 
beginning to prefer staying away alto- 
gether. People cannot come to a place 
to be gay when they are up against such 
inconveniences. The difference on Broad- 
way is already very noticeable. It is 
comparatively dead.

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It is. changing the, 





Governor’ S

HE movies aré growing. moral. 

(After tomorrow no drama of the 

screen Can be shown -in New 

York which does not measure up 

to.a conception of what-is proper, 
as defined by Governor Miller’s new 
board of three censors. The whole mo- 
tion picture jindustry is anticipating 
that definition with an interest ‘keener 
than it ever has taken in any single 
plece of legislation. The further devel- 
opment: of the moving picture may be 
largely influenced by this board, even 
its existence. threatened. 


Despite all. that has been said about 
tthe wealth and power and ‘importance 
of the industry, it is awaiting the ‘cen- 
sors’ rulings in a helpless kind of way. 
They simply do not know what to ex- 
pect and have no way of finding out 
until the board goes to work. In other 
States and cities they have learned that 
every censorship board is different, each 
with a contradictory set of ethics and 
ideas of what constitutes the proper 
mental fate for the public: Pictures 
which have been received in. Pennsyl- 
vania have been called black in Kansas. 

Motion picture’ production rapidly is 
approaching the: point ‘where it is not a 
question of pleasing the public, but of 
getting by the censors. The producers 
are endeavoring to out-guess the cen- 
sors. It is a difficult and dangerous 
game, in which anything up to a-million 
may be at stake. The fate of a picture 
in at leastthree of the largest States 
of the union now rests upon the pleas- 
ure of three or four persons in each 
State. The political, religious or other 
prejudice of the board may destroy in 
a@ moment the work of months and the 
investment of large capital. One man 
may beable to accomplish this, in the 
case of a tie vote. Even the state of 
that man’s digestion can bé~the deter- 
mining factor. 

David Wark Griffith stopped sad 
enough from the filming of. “‘ The 
Orphans”: to say a few things seria 
the censorship. ;

‘The boll weevil,"’ said Dr. Howard, 
‘is justly described as the curse of the 
Cotton Belt States. The damage done 
by this insect varies from year to year. 
As the rainfall increases the damage 
as a rule imereases in proportion, a 
fact that is proved by @ reference to 
gottonm areas. 

‘It is pethaps a safe estiniate when 
I. say that for several “years the loss 
due te boll woevil infestation has been 
about 400,000 bales annually. From 
1882 to and including 1917 the loss in 
cotton due te the boll weevils was placed 
at about 4,550,000 bales valued, accord~- 
ing to prices eurrent over that period; 
at somewhere in the, neighborhood of! 
$250,600,000, This loss measured in dol- 
lara has of course been increased by 48 
huge amount since 1917, and preliminary 
‘reports. indicate that. this -year the 
weevil is having ene of his busiest years. 

‘Pe. fight this . pest Bureau of 
Entomology in addition to its activities 
in Washingten maintains a central sta- 
tion at Tallular, La., where some of our 
ablest meh are constantly at work ex- 
perimenting on ways and means that 
some day we hope will make possible the 
eradication of this costly pest that 
crossed the Rio Grande into the United 
States from Mexico about thirty years 
ago. Since that time it has ‘continued

“Phe boll weevil is about. one-third 
of an ineh*in length, sometimes one- 
fourth of an inch, with a brealth about 
one-third that.of the length, this meas- 
urement including the snout, ‘which is 
about one-half the length of the body.

Peach 
trees will \usually be killed’ in a few 
seasons while pear and apple trees as 
n rule maintain a feeble existence for a 
much longer period. 


“ An infested tree may be saved by 
pruning out the dead and badly injured 
wood and afterward controlling the; 
scale by spraying. Pruning and spray-| 
ing will also save apple and’ pear: trees. 

‘“Once the San Jose scale becomes es- 
tablished in a locality it. spreads by va- 
rious agencies. In the eradication of 
the. scale, or to be more accurate its 
control, there are numerous predacious 
and parasitic enemies of the pest, whic 
render important service. Among the 
more common of the prédacious insects 
is the so-called pitiful ladybird beetle,

Owing, 
however, to the vast extent of the apple 
industry the loss to the crep each year 
in the United States due to this worm 
is estimated at about $12,000}000, while 
the sprays and labpr necessary to con- 
trol the worm represent \an. armual out- 
lay of between $3,000,000; and $4,000,000. 


‘* Another . orchard pest, the insect 
known as thrips, appeared in the pear, 
prune and cherry orchards of California 
in 1903, and the result of the invasion 
was a loss that in ag end 1906, aver- 
aged probably $500, ‘As the result 
of the work of the Government experts 
a means of controlling the pest was 
found, and the use ‘of the spray has 
reduced the loss te prpeticnlly“inconse-

"The. peach borer, a= native insect, 
has been a curse to our peach orchards 
for generations and has caused the 
death of more peach trees than all 
other insect enemies of the peach com-

an increase in motor vehicle. registra- 
tions. this year of 235,528.. New York is 
the only State whose motor vehicle reg- 
istrations are not included. Adding its 
1920 -regiatry ‘of: 670,200 ‘cars, the grand 
total would. be more snag, 9,000,000 motor 
vehicles. 

Of the forty-seven . States reporting, 
twenty-two; show de¢reases from the 
previous year’s registrations.

now passed through the stage of after- 
war extravagance, and the traveler in 
France is impressed with the ‘feeling 


pj that the French people are all alive to

play. The French peasant, by nature 
very suspicious and on his guard against 
possible imposition, shows his complete 
confidence in the present currency, and 
js saving his banknotes as he did his 
gold in pre-war days. 

One: of the most amazing and en- 
couraging facts with regard to France is 
the way in which the French people are 
ecqnomizing. Statistics show that dur- 
ing the last year the people of France 
saved approximately 33 per cent. of their 
income. If we compare this figure with. 
our own ‘savings during the same period, 
we will get an idea of.the spirit dominat- 
ing Fraliice today. 

In. spite of all these. ericouraging signs, 
it is..often said that the’ great deficit in 
.the: budget makes France's prospects 
very dismal indeed,. This attitude ais 
not confined to” América, but exists to 
a certain extent in France as well, and 
is due’ in part to a lack of knowledge 
of the ‘Continental budgetary system 
and in part to the way th which the 
estimates of France’s expenditures and 
receipts have ‘been stated. The fact is 
that no #erch deficit exists. 

In America the term ‘‘ budget ’’ hfAs no 
exact and technical definition. In 
France the budget is the estimate of 
yearly Government expenditure, and is 
subdivided ee ordinary and extra- 
ordinary budgets. The first refers to 
the normal annval cost of maintaining 
the different departments of Govern- 
ment, and the latter to unusual items of 
expenditure which are not of annual re- 
currence, The ordinary budget should 
be balanced by ordinary revenues. of the 
Government and the extraordinary 
budget by .a \temporary increase in tax 
rates or by means of loans or other un- 
usual. revenues.” 

By no possible distortion of the term 
can’ budget be said to include war 
damages and pensions, which, by treaty, 
the vanquished nation is bound to pay, 
‘and, yet it precisely by such a dis- 
tertion that France’s alleged ‘‘ deficit ’’ 
is arrived.at, for the estimates of Treas-

These figures show a comparatively in- 
significant deficit of about three billion 
francs, which, at current.rates of éx- 
change, is about two hundred and ten 
million dollars. With the business 
revival that we are all looking for 
this deficit would be largely de- 
creased by the sales tax (taxe sur the 
Chiffre d’Affaires)./ On the other hand, 
if the Treasury advances on account of 


| German reparations be counted in the 


budget under the head of ‘‘ Depenses 
Récouvrables’’ or otherwise, we are 
face to face with a fictitious but stag- 
gering deficit of some nineteen billion 
five hundred million francs. 

To have included in the. statement of 
the 1921 budget the amounts to be spent 
for reparation and pensions—that is, the 
amounts which France advance or 
of which she will secure the advance 
against the German indemnity—was.cal- 
culated to deceive any but Treasury of- 
ficilals and others familiar with, the 
French budget system. 

It may reasonably be said that wheth- 
er France’s advances. for reparations 
are not properly included in the budget 
is a matter of form, for, if the amount 
ot Germany’s indemnity will not ‘Cover 
the total of these advances, France will, 
in the end, be. obliged to ‘face @ real 
deficit. The fact is, however, that the 
principal amount of expenditures for 
reparations id less than the .sum which 
France is to receive by way of German 
indemnity under the Treaty of Ver- 
D | sailles. 

According to the fzwies of the French 
| Information Service in the United States, 
the amount of French war. damages 
‘was estimated by the French War Dam- 
ages Commission at two hundred and 
twenty billion francs, made up.as fol- 
lows:, For pensions, seventy billion 
francs, and for destruction of property, 
&c., one hundred and fifty: billion francs. | 

Computations from. which these esti- 
mates were derived ‘were made early in 
1920: Since then cost of labor and ma- 
terial has very considerably decreased 
in France. In calculating as of this 


.) German indemnity as fixed at present 


amounts to one hundred and thirty-two 
Dillion gold marks, Of this “amount 
France is to receive 52 per cent., or 
sixty-eight #billion gold marks, which is 

equivalent to eighty-five billion gold | 
francs, Allowing for.a rise and atabili- 
zation of exchange (which, curiously 
enough, in this circumstance, as in 
many others, would not be immediately 
favorable to France), and assuming that 
the paper franc should rise to 10 cents, 
or one-half of itg/normal value, the total 
amount which ce ig to receive from 
Germany would. be one hundred and 
seventy billion francs.’ This would leave; 
a balance in favor of France, after the 
payment of pensions and reconstruction 


could be applied on account of interest 
payments on advances made. 

But as the German indemnity is to be 
made in deferred payments, no one at 
present.can predict how long it will take 
to compléte the delivery of the bonds 
and the redemption of the same, In the 
meantime pensions must be paid and the 
work of reconstruction must go forward. 
How’ can this be accomplished without 
financial dislocation for France in the 
interim? 

I believe the answer is to : found, 
certainly in so far as the reco’ tion 
account is concerned, in the law of July 
$1, 1920. The object of the law is 
twofold: first, to eliminate the cost 
| of reconstruction from the annual esti- 
mate of expenditures (it should never 
have so appeared), and second to. speed 
up the work of reconstruction. -The gen- 
eral provisions and practical working 
of the law can best be described by 
‘quoting from an article in’ the Fort- 
nightly Survey of French Economic 
Conditions, .published by the French 
Commisston, as follows: _ 


In the Finance: Law “ July 81, 1920, 
were incorporated, a number of. articles 
which had for objective the hastening of 
the work of reconstruction. Certain of 
these articles are worthy of rather com- 
plete analysis\and explanation. Their pur- 
pose is to permit the paying at once to’ 
the sinistre full recompensation for ‘the 
damage he suffered in the war, by means . 
of annuities, so as to enable him to under- 
take immediately full reconstruction of 
whatever plant and property had = de- . 
stroyed. 

As no contract can be made eke 
the Government and 2. sinistre who 
suffered less than 1,000,000 frs, damages, 
the law permits groups of sinistres to com- 
bine their claims and to make a collective 
contract with the Government for payment 
by annuities. This privilege is also per- 
mitted to corporations, towns and cities, 
which may make such contracts with the. 
Government’ on behalf of ‘their inhabitants. 
In practice, the law works as follows: 

1. Method of Obtaining Annuities: 

The sinistre makes a contract with the 
Ministér of Finance by virtue of which the 
sum due him is paid in annual instalments, 
not less than 15 nor more than 380 in num-_ 
ber. These annuities are calculated on the 
basis of 6 per cent. pef annum. The Min- 
ister of Finance furnishes the-sinistre with 
an order ‘bond, to which are attached 


coupons for the amount of each annuity 
to which the sinistre is entitled. 

2. Use of Annuities: 

The sinistre is thus in possession of a 
collateral, With this collateraly he is in 
@ position to obtain a loan. law re- 
quires that this loan be made through 
a trustee, who must receive the approval of 
the Minister of Finance. s trustee is 
in. fact, one of the underwriting bankers 
of the loan. The Jaw further requires. that 
any sums loaned against such collateral 
jmust ‘be placed in the hands of the afore- 
said trustee. The trustee is not permitted 
to disburse any funds.to the borrower until 
the latter has provided’ certificates from 
Government’ engineers stating the value of 
reconstruction work actually do

the Government pay to the lender, - throug!

So far the law only provides for pri- 
vate financing in France for reconstruc- 
tion work. ‘There remains the question 
of pension advancts against Germany’s 
Treaty. debt, and also the method-of ar- 
ranging the Government annuities so 
that they can ‘be used as collateral’ in 
foreign financing. These’ are problems 
involving separate and special study, but 
the solution is the same in principle as 
that applied by the law of July, 1920, 
to the.payment for reconstruction work. 

It would be obviously béyond the 
scope of this letter to attempt to detail |- 
the financial operations by which -Ger- 
many’s debt to France could be used 
not only for securing funds to defray 
cogt of ‘reconstruction but*to pay pen- 
sions for the next few years as well. 

My object has ‘been merely to point 
out the false anu misleading impression 
created by including in any budget es- 
timates~treasury advances on account of 
Germany’s debt. - \ 

The figures given are necessarily ap-| : 
proximative, but show, I believe, that 
there is no serious deficit in the present 
French bifiget, and that by careful 
study and able financing the problem of 
repairing. the damage and waste caused 
‘by four years of -war can. be accom- 
plished without any dangerous str: 
upon or_threatened disaster to French 
Government finance.

This is 
usually called “‘co-insurance,” its techni- 
cal name being “Reduced Rate Average 
Contribution Agreement,” because if an 
owner carries less fire insurance than the 
average necessary to prevent rate dis- 
crimination petween insutants, he must 
share in his own loss so as not to un- 
balance the experience (results) inhi: 
class. 


Without dn understanding of fire 
underwriting fundamentals, a man may 
reason this way: “I have a well-built 
property worth about $100,000 in a good 
neighborhood, under good fire protettion 
and not likely to burn (all of.which was 
taken into consideration, by the way, 
in his schedule rate),-so I will insure for 


loss.” 


He has. reckoned: without -his host, 
because we cannot issue our policies on 
that basis. With only $5,000 fire insur- 
ance (without the  “‘co-insurance” 
agreement), a $5,000-fire would mean to 
him a Property loss of only 5 per cent, 
but: to us an insurance loss oe 100 per 
cent.
